MERCHANTS AND THE 
COMMISSIONER . 


Decided opinions were expressed 
-recently -by leading British merchants 
who.were interviewed by the “Straits 
Times” with regard to the’ appoint- 
ment of a British Trade Commission- 
er. for Singapore. ree 

The first appointment -of’ this. kind 
was madg in1919, when Major Gore 
Anderson, who «had commercial ex- 
perience in Malaya: was sent to 
Singapore by the British Board of 
Trade. He died at the end of 1921 
and a_ Mr. Coleman, also sent out 
from London, ‘succeeded. him and re- 


in Mareli, 1922:;. Since that time Mr. 
A. Roose, Acting. Registrar of Im- 
ports and:,Exports, has acted. as 
Monorary. Imperial Trade Correspon- 
ent, SW ee 
The comment made by one mer- 
chant, that: “it is news to most 
people that there ever was a Trade 
Commissioner here,” seems to sum 
up the attitude of the mercantile 
community towards the Trade Com- 
missionership from 1919 to 1922, 
The official had an office in the build- 
ing. oceupied by the Government 
Printing Department, but no one 
seems to know much about his work. 
It is admitted, however, that that 
was a very bad time to make the 
experiment, ag. the severe - slump 


which followed the world-wide trade|_ 


boom was in progress. 

British mercantile opinion of the ap- 
peintment announced in the -eables is 
that a general policy of Stimulating 
British trade and the “Buy British” 
Sentiment can de no harm and possibly 
much good, but-that if the Trade 
Commissioner devotes himself to fos- 
tering direct trade with Home manu-

3 A Possible Danger 
This datiger . was pointed out by 
the general manager of a leading 
firm here. “A Commissioner of this 
sort,” he said, “is, out to boost Bri- 
tish trade: You have got a very 
large number of agency firms here 
who are already dealing: in. British 
goods. It is true that they handle 
other goods, but you can safely say 
that they. have a marked bias in 
favour. of. the British-made article, 
and that any article which is sale- 


able in this part of the world is al-|- 


ready represented by agency firms out 
here.” E 

“These firms have got the local 
knowledge, they have got Iecal sales- 
men,-and they can gauge locel credit, 
and there: is quite enough competition 
among them ‘to see that opportun- 
ities are not missed. Moreover, they 
do a great deal of advertising. - 

“With what"idea is a Trade Com- 
missioner coming, hete? It seems: to 
me that theeal\.idea which he: is 
likely to have is the very crude one 
of cutting out the middle man and 
bringing the small dealer. in this 
market into closer touch -with the 
manufacturer at Home—that is -to 
say, cutting out the big British firms 
here, hs Ne 

“It may be possible to do that, 
but the-Trade Commissioner will be 
doing no service to the British 
manufacturers if, by working. along 
these lines, he is going to saddle 


them -with a lot of bad debts—which | 


is what is happening time after 
time. The small Chinese ° 
already in touch with firms. at Home, 
and I can tell you of cnse after case 
where firms have appealed to us to 
help them out of their difficulties, 
‘whieh are. entirely due “to the fact 
that. they have been trading with 
people with whom’ no prudent man 
in this Colony.would dream of hav- 
ing any dealings at all. 

“Only the other day a piece-goods 
firm -in London wired out to us-'to 
ask-whether we would take over a 
‘consignment of piece-goods that had 
been sent to” a. dealer. here. The 
dealer had ‘simply looked at them, 
made an absurd claim-on the ground 
of quality, and. refused to take them, 
the real _reasbn being .that. the 
market- had gone against him. A 
“ti seems to me- that. 2 Trade 
Commissioner is likely. to’ increase 
business of. that type, and it is yery 
doubtful. whether such . activities 
would be in the interests of anybody. 
On the other hand, there are things 
that he would very usefully do.

Such depression is further shown -hy 
the fact. that during 1928 -only 15 
vessels aggregating 53,200 tons were 
launched from French yards whereas 
the noxyma!- renewal of the French’ mer- 
chant fleet (3,390,000 tons) would call 
for the launching of about 200,000 tens 
per annum. 

While the state subsidy scheme 
known as Credit Maritime “constitutes 
the first sign of interest on the part of 
the state. towards the shipbuilding in- 


ttistry since the war, this step has] 


not brought about. very substantial 
achievements; following on the grant-

GERMAN JUDGM 


EXTRA CHARGES FOR ~ 
: DISCHARGE - 

Two interesting cases, identical in 
principal, yet- each resulting in a 
different verdirt being returned, have 
recently been tried by the Hamburg 
Hanseatic High Court. The point at 
issue was the fixing of responsibility 
for-extra charges incurred through 
discharge on to quay instead of 
overside. Both consignments . were 
covered by English bills of lading. 

The first ease concerned a consign- 
men of wheat’ of .3,200 ‘tons, which 
was landed on quay instead of over- 
side, to avoid delaying the ship, the 
court holding the shippers. respon- 
extra cost incurred. 
The recond case concerned a parcel 
of ground nuts of 400 tons, -part of 
a cargo of 2600 tons, the court in 
this case deelaring the receivers res- 
ponsible. The hills of lading cnver- 
ing these consignments contained no 
clauses governing the discharge, but 
the wheat bills of lading contained a 
clause to the effect that: in ease of 
disputes the English law’ code “should 
be applied, this leaving. vessels load- 
ed with various consignments and 
not under charter free to choose their 
own place of discharge, subject. al 
ways to the custom of the port. 

The bills of lading for the ground 
nuts although made out for a Bri- 
tish vessel, did not contain the 
above-mentioned clause, end th 
fore, came under the German ce de, 
under which the vessel, owing to the 
absence of instructions from’ reeeiy- 
ers as to place of discharge, should 
follow the custom of the port, which 
was done by berthing at 9 quay. 
The court decided that the custom of 
the port is for bulk goods te be dis- 


‘charged overside and general cargo 


on to quays. 2 
The court also ruled that both 
these parcels could be classed as bulk 
goods, because they considered: that 
bulk goods which, in relation to. their’ 
bulk, had a comparatively low value 
ana the cost involved in discharging 
them on to quays would be such, as 
to have a detrimental influence on 
their market value. In both cases 
the receivers pleaded that the goods 
eould not stand the extra charges. 
Granting that both commodities 
came under the heading of bnik 
goods, the court yet held that in 
order to qualify for this description 
they should hive been -shipped as 
such, which, however, excluded small 
parcels of such commodities. ‘ 
The wheat consisted of one” intact 


parcel separated from other cotsign- | pb, 


ments, and could be discharged with- 
out difficulty and without delaying 
The ground nuts,. how- 
ever, consisted of a parcel of 400 
tons, parts of a cargo of 2,600 tons 
and 974 packages of-horn. The 400 
tons were stowed in different holds. 
Owing to the stowage of: this parcel 
it was decided. that ‘overside delivery 
was impracticable, tha more so as 
sorting to marks had to’ take place, 
as well as weighing, the freight be- 
ing payable on weight discharged, 
Tf all these operations had ‘to be 


carried out in-mid-stream, the vessel: E: 


would - have- been unduly delayed, 
therefore the expenses incurred for 
discharge on to quay came for ac- 
count of receivers. 

These judgments emphasise the 
fact that shippers ‘should see to it 
that bulk goods are stowed -in. such 
a manner that they can be discharg- 
ed as such,"

"TRIBUTE! TO LORD. KYLSANT’S. 
WORK 


SOUTH AFRICA & GERMANY 

. - London, Wednesday. 

Several tributes ,to the remarkable 
work done for Empire trade expan- 
sion, through . shipping, by Lord 
Kylsant were made at the meeting of 
the Federation of Chambers of Com- 
merce of the’ British Empire, held at’ 
the Savoy Hotel. 

Lord Iveagh,;“C:B., C.M.G. (presi- 
dent), proposing “Our Guest,” at the 
luncheon, said:—“This is the first oc- 
easion upon which, ‘as your president, 
I have had the honour of -presiding, 
and I should like, and I am‘sure you 
would wish me, at the outset to pay 
a sincere tribute to the work necom- 
plished by my predecessor in office, 
Lord Kylsaht, during three strenuous 
years, Lord Kylsant, as you know, 
went out to Cape Town to. preside 
over the. eleventh congress, the 
eleventh of a series which began as far 
back as 1886, . His devotion’ to the 
commercial and industrial. interests of 
the Empire, the development of which 
is the objective. of the Federation, set 
an example which it willbe difficult 
to equal.” {Applause} The twelfth 
Congress will take place next year in 
London. Judging by the-past. we may 
anticipate a representative atten- 
dance’ from all,over the Empire, and, 


with Mr, Bruce's statesmanlike appeal }- 


before us for. the co-operation of busi- 
ness men in the welding of the Em- 
pire into sn economic unit, we shall, 
I trust, not fail to take full advantage 
of the occasion. - 5 

Sir, James Parr, K.C.M.G.. (High 
Commissioner for New’ Zealand), re- 
plying to the toast, referred to the 
principal guests, amongst- whom was 
Lord Passfield. “In my ‘degenerate 
youth I studied his writing,” he added. 
“Although he is.now Lord Passfield, I 
consider he is the greatest Fabian of 
them all. I put much of his‘ practical 
teachings into use, but I did so under 
the guise of a Tory minister of educa- 
tion.” (Laughter.) . 

He believed progress would: come 
under the. guidance of Lord Passfield, 
through “the inevitability of gradtial- 
ness.” The outlook for-the Dominions 
was particularly good, and he hoped 
the new Colonial Secretary would not 
be hard on. -the. new organisation 
Imown- as the Empire Market- 
ing Board, which “so far, . had 
recelved “more kicks -than  half- 

He believed England would 
trough her financial. “crisis, 
because her business men showad so 
much grit—so many companies which 
had not paid dividends for years, were 
still carrying on. 
Wireless Developments 

Lord Iveagh, who was re-elected 
president, reférred at the annual meet- 
mg to wireless and air services, He 
said: > 

For many years the federation has 
been urging on the. Governments of 
the Empire the need for. linking up 
every portion by wireless; as you 
know, from causes which it is unneces- 
sary to specify now, progress. in 
this direction was for years exasperat- 
ing slow.. The difficulties were even- 
tually overcome, however, and, largely 
owing. to -the* introduction of the 
“beam” system, to:day it may be, said 
that there ere. few:/parta’ of .the-Em- 
pire which still temain. outside. the 
Wireless system. . The latest develop- 
ment, namely, the fusion of the cable 
and wireless interests, as ‘striking 
advance as telegraphic communica 
tion, from the ‘standpoint of inter- 
Imperial trade, is second only in im- 
portance ‘to transport. 

Another gratifying incident was 
the opening of a regular air service 
etween the United Kingdom and 
India; gratifying not only because of 
the benefits whieh. it? confers upon 
those who are interested’ in trade 
with India, but because of the ‘pro- 
mise which " it holds “out..- that’ the 
Empire will make full use of the 
latest. form of” locomotion, and is de- 
termincd no longer to lag. behind 
other vountries, - J S :

Hong Kong, Ist August, 1928, 


METAL CORROSION. 


EFFECT OF RATE OF WATER 
: FLOW 

The. importance on velocity of 

water flow as aifecting corrosion of 
tubes was clearly demonstrated mn a 
recent experiment made before mem- 
bers of tne Institution of Civit En- 
gincers, The experiment was con- 
ducted by Major. J. N, Dundas 
Heenan, in oraer to iliustrate the 
difference between: turbuient and 
stream-line flow of water in regard 
to-the corrosive action on metal, par- 
ticularly steel. 
- By means of tanks and a -pump a 
continugus and smooth jet ot water 
tally about one inch below the nozzle. 
of about halt-inch in diameter on to 
a circular stéet- plate placed horizon- 
tally about one inch’beiow the nozzle. 
The plate was about lu in. in dia- 
meter and the ‘surface had. bean 
ground ilat, polished, and cleaned 
with ether to remove any trace of 
grease, The water discharged at a 
constant velocity, spreading trom the 
centre all over the surfsce- of- the 
plate, and each particle of water as 
it travelled .away from-* the - centre 
naturally decreasing in. velocity. 

Tt was found that at.a. point de- 
termined by the rate of flow a cir- 
cular wave was formed on. the plate 
concentric with the nozzle, and that 
as the velocity of the water ‘was al- 
tered, by opening or closing a stop 
valve from the down. pipe, ‘the dig- 
meter of the circular: wave increased 
or decreased, This wave indicated 
the transition from turbulent flow to 
stream-line ‘flow.° The valve on the 
down .pipe.having been set~so ‘that. 
the diameter of the wave was’ about 
4-in. a constant flow was maintai 
ed for some time. It was. soon not 
ed . that where the water was in 
stream-line flow, on the plate outside. 
the wave diameter, smaf’ bubbles 
formed ‘and remained, whereas ‘on ‘the 
Surface of the’ plate inside: the dia- 
meter of the. wave, where the water 
was in turbulent flow, no bubbles 
adhered to the: plate’s surface. 

After the 
the outer diameter of the plate start- 
ed to corrode, while. the ‘inner dia- 


meter showed no traces of. corrosion, |. 


The explanation of this is that where 
the ‘water “is in turbulent-. flow the 
small bubbles of oxygen are swept 
away and, therefore, cannot act on 
the metal. When. the velocity of the 
water has: fallen’ below that required 
for .turbulent flow and stream-line 
flow occurs, the bubbles. are not 
swept away, but cling. to the plate 
surface, which. they. corrode. . 

The: same experiment was made in 
order to determine the. most — suit- 
able ‘velocity of water flow to avoid 
internal corrosion in the steel tubes 
of: the Foster economiser.. It clearly 
demonstrated - thatthe flow ‘of water 
through the tubes of an economiser. 
shold be above the critical velocity;

When, after I had promised te 
write a paper for this Conference 
on the .

* ‘ings, I-pereeived “on its first page a 
paragaph, not in-any way inspired 
by me, giving an ‘intelligent anti- 
gipation’ of the contents of my still

year. It was not without some 
apprehension that I began to read 
this paragraph, since, not having 
been at all consulted, I feared that 
it might have committed me in ad- 
vance to dealing with topics. on 
which I had nothing to say, or to 
advancing- views which . 1 did not 
hald. I way therefore, not a little 
relieved to find that instead of mak- 
ing my. task more difficut it made it 
easier, by suggesting to me a line 
of thought which 1 was. glad to 
follow, and which 1 might not other- 
wise have felt myself so sure that 
I was justified in ‘selecting from 
among several which might have 
been covered by the thesis assigned 
to me.

the individual mind by the power- 
ful Influence of social environment 
instead cf acknowledging that 
there is. in social experience a 
genuine revelation of the nature of 
Reality; and, on thé other hand, 
that it is-of the essence of religion 
to recognize what comes through 
social experience as the - intimate 
concern of the individual soul. In 
startling contrast with Durkheim 
and his school, Professor White- 
head has described religion as
